As  decreed  in  June  lalt  by  the 
National  Convention. 

Declaration  of  the  Rights  of  Man, 
and  of  the  Citizen. 

PREAMBLE. 

THE  Frenc  h  People,  convinced 
that  the  neglect  and  contempt 
of  the  Natural  Rights  of  Man,  are 
the  fole  caufes  of  mifery  in  the 
world,  have  refolved  to  let  forth 
in  a  lolemn  declaration,  thole  fa- 
cred  and  unalienable  rights,  to  the 
end  that,  it  being  in  the  power  of 
every  citizen  to  compare  at  all 
times  the  proceedings  of  govern- 
ment, with  the  end.  of  every  fa- 
cial compact,  they  may  never  fuf- 
fer  thcmfelvcs  to  be  opprelled  and 
de baled  by  tyranny  ;  that  the 
people  may  ever  have  before  their 
eyes  the  balis  of  their  liberty  and 
happihefs ;  the  magiftrace,  the 
extent  of  his  duty,  the  legislature 
the  object  of  his  appointment. 

With  thefe  views  they  proclaim 
in  the  prcfence  of  the  Supreme 
Being,  the  following  declaration 
of  the  Rights  of  Man  and  of  the 
Citizen. 

Art.  1.  The  end  of  all  fociety 
is  the  public  happinefs. — Govern- 
ment is  eitabliihed  to  fecure  to 
man  the  enjoyment  of  his  natural 
and  imprescriptible  rights. 

2.  Thefe  rights  are,  equality, 
liberty,  fecurhy,  and  property. 

3.  All  men  are  equal  by  nature, 
and  in  the  eye- of  the  law. 

4.  The  law  is  the  tree  and  fo- 
lemn  expreliion  of  the  general 
•will  ;  it  operates  equally  on  all, 
-whether  by  protecting  or  punch- 
ing ;  it  can  command  onlv  what 
isjult  and  ufeful  to  lock  ^  j  and 
prohibit  only  what  is  hurtful. 

5.  All  citizens  are  equally  ad- 
minicle to  public  employments. 
A  free  people  know  no  other  mo- 
tive of  of  preference  in  their  elec- 
tions than  virtue  and  talents. 

6.  Liberty  is  the  power  which 
IVlan  polTelles  of  doing  whatever  is 
not  hurtful  to  the  rights  of  others. 
3t  is  founded  in  nature  :  its  bounds 
are  marked  by  juitice  ;  law  forms 
its  protection,  and  its  moral  limits 
sire  defined  in  this  maxim.  Do 
not  to  others,  what  you  would  not 
Wuh  done  to  yourfelf. 

7  T he  right  of  cxprefling  thot's 
and  opinions  either  through  the 
medium  of  the  prefs,  or  any  other 
manner  ;  the  right  of  quietly  af- 
feinbling  ;  the  free  exercife  of  re- 
ligious worihip,  cannot  be  prohi- 
bited. The  fnecellity  of  making 
mention  ofthcle  rights  fuppoles 
the  prefent  or  the  recent  rcmem- 
brancte  of  defpotifm. 

8.  Shcuru  y  is  the  protection 
afforded  by  fociety  to  each  of  its 
Members  for  the  preservation  of 
his  perfon,  rights,  and  property. 

9.  The  law  ihould protect  public 
and  individual  liberty  againit  the 
opprfcifion  of  thofe  who  govern. 

10.  No  one  can  be  accufed,  ar- 
refted  or  detained,  but  in  the  ca- 
fes laid  down  in  the  law,  and  a- 
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Lives  in  it  by  his  labor  j 
Or  acquires  a  p.  operty; 
Or  marries  a  French  woman  ; 
Or  adopts  a  child  ; 
Or  maintain*  an  aged  perfon  ; 
Finally,  every  foreigner,  who 
mall  be  judged  by  the  Legiuativel 
Body  to  have  deferved  well  of  hu- 
manity ; 

Is  admitted  to  the  exercife  of 
the  rights  ot  a  French  citizen. 

5-    T he  exercife  of  the  rights  of

By  the  acceptance  of  functions 
or  favors  flowing  from  a  govern- 
ment not  popular;

greeable  to  the  forms  prefcribed. 
Every  Citizen  fummoned  or  arrelt- 
ed  under  the  authority  of  the 
law,  fliould  immediately  obey  ;  by 
refiltin<r  he  renders  himfelf  culpa- 
ble. 

11.  Every  proceeding  againit  a 
citizen  out  of*  tlie  reach  or  without 
the  forms  prefcribed  by  the  law, 
is  arbitrary  and  tyrannical  ;  the 
perfon  againit  whom  it  lhould  be 
attempted  to  be  executed  by  force, 
has  the  right  to  repel  it  by  force. 

12.  Thofe  who  folicit,  difpatch, 
fign,  execute,  or  caufe  to  be  exe- 
cuted, arbitrary  acts,  are  guilty, 
and  deferve  p  juiihincnt. 

13.  Every  man  being  prefumed 
innocent  until  he  has  been  declar- 
ed guilty:  if  it  is  judged  necelfa-  . 
ry  to  arreft:  him  all  unncceflary 
rigor  in  lecturing  him,  lhould  be 
prohibited  by  the  law. 

14.  No  one  mould  be  judged  and 
puniihed  until  he  has  been  heard, 
or  legally  appealed  and  unlets  he 
comes  under  a  law  made  public 
before  the  perpetration  of  the 
crime  :  the  law  punimiiig  action* 
performed  before  its  exiftence  is 
tyrannical ;  the  retrofpectivc  efle$ 
of  any  law  is  criminal. 

15.  The  law  fliould  only  decree 
punilhments  Itrictly  and  evidently 
neccd'ary;  the  punilhment  mould 
be  proportioned  to  the  crime  and 
ulaful  to  fociety. 

16.  T he  right  of  property  be- 
longs to  every  citizen  ;  it  is  the 
rigiit  of  enjoying  and  difpofing  at 
his  will  of  his  goods,  revenues,  of" 
the  fruits  of  his  labor  and  indus- 
try. 

17.  No  fpecies  of  labor,  culture, 
or  commerce  can  be  prohibited. 

1 8-  Every  man  may  bargain  for 
his  fervices  and  his  time  ;  but  he 
ca;i  neither  fell  himfelf  nor  be 
fold.  His  perfon  is  not  alienable 
property.  The  law  acknowledg- 
es no  lervitude  ;  there  can  be  but 
an  engagement  to  perform  and  to 
pay  an  equivalent,  between  the 
man  who  works  and  his  employ- 
er. 

19  No  one  can  be  deprived  of 
the  leaft  portion  of  his  property, 
without  his  confent  ;  uidefs  the 
public  necelfities  legally  afcerrain- 
ed  require  it,  and  under  conditi- 
on of  att  adequate  and  previous 
compenfation. 

20.  No  contribution  can  be  re- 
quired except  for  the  general  be- 
nefit. All  citizens  iwiw  a  right  to 
concur  in  fixing  contributions;  to 
infpect  the  expenditure  of  them 
and  to  require  accounts  of  that 
expenditure. 

XX.  Public  fuccours  are  a  facrcd 
debt.  The  fociety  owes  relief  to 
unfortunate  citizens,  either  by 
furnifhing  them  with  work,  or  by 
fecuring  the  means  of  fubliitencc 
to  thofe  who  are  unable  to  work. 

22.  lnltruction  is  Decenary  to 
all  ;  fociety  lhould  favor  as  much 
as  poilible  the  progrefs  of  public 
reafon,  and  place  the  means  of  in- 
ftrucrlan  within  the  reach  of  eve- 
ry citizen. 

23,  The  focial  compact  confifts 
in  the  endeavors  of  all  to  allure  to 
each  the  enjoyment  aad  preferva- 


tion  of  his  rights  ;  this  compact 
reds  upon  the  National  fovereign- 

24.  It  cannot  exift  unlefs  the 
powers  of  public  functionaries  are 
clearly  defined  by  the  law  and  their 
refponfibility  well  fecured. 

25.  The  fovereignty  of  the  na- 
tionrefides  in  the  people.  It  is 
indivifible,  imprefcriptible  and  un- 
alienable.

27.  Let  any  individual  who 
fliould  attempt  to  ufurp  the  fove- 
reignty be  immediately  put  to 
death  by  the  freemen. 

^  28.  The  people  have  always  the 
right  to  revife,  reform  and  change 
their  constitution.  One  generati- 
on can aot  bind  by  its  laws  future 
generations. 

29.  Every  citizen  has  an  equal 
riga  to  concur  in  making  the  law, 
and  in  appointing  his  reprtfenta- 
tives  and  agents. 

30.  Public  offices  arc  ellentially 
temporary  ;  they  cannot  be  conii- 
dered  either  as  conferring  didinc- 
tions,  or  as*  rewards,  but  as  du- 
ties. 

3  t.  The  crimes  of  the  reprefen- 
tatives  of  the  people  or  their  a- 
gents  lhould  never  go  unpunifh- 
ed.  No  one  has  a  right  to  aflame 
an  inviolability  that  does  not  be- 
long to  other  citizens. 

32.  The  right  of  prefenting  pe- 
titions to  the  depolitaries  of  public 
authority,  can  in  no  cafe  be  pro- 
hibited, Impended  or  limited. 

33.  Refinance  to  opprellion  is  a 
conlequence  of  the  other  rights  of 
man. 

34.  The  focial  body  is  opprefled, 
when  one  of  its  membeis  is  op- 
prefled.

Society  in  Lexington,  on  Mon-

On  motion, 
The  Society  refolved  itfelf  into

Refolved,  That  the  free  and  un- 
did ut bed  ufe  and  navigation  of 
the  river Milfilfippi  is  the  NAF LI- 
RA L  RIGHT  of  .he  inhabitants 
of  the  countries  bordering  on  the 
waters  communicating  with  that 
river;  and  is  unalienable  except 
With  the  SOiL  ;  and  that  neither 
t  lie,  tyranny  nor  prefcription  en 
t  e  one  fide,  nor  acqmcfence, 
weaknefs,  or  11011  ufer,  on  the 
Other,  can  ever  fanctify  the  abide 
of  this  right. 

Refolved,  that  the  inhabit- 
ants of  the  Weftern  Country  had 
aright  to  expect  that  the  prelent 
Federal  Government  would  before 
this  time  have  taken  eifectiial  mea- 
fures to  obtain  from  the  King  of 
Spain  an  acknowledgment  of  their 
undoubted  right  to  tne  fVee  navi- 
gation of  the  river  Miffilfippi  ;  that 
tney  ought  as  free  men  highly  in- 
tereftedin  the  event  of  thai  bufi- 
nefs  to  have  received  information 
of  the  caufes  which  have  hitherto 
delayed  the  negotiation  ;  and  that 
it  was  the  duty  of  the  Reprefenta- 
ti-.  i,  pf  the  people  to  liavc  called 
upon  the  Executive  of  the  r'ede- 
r  d  Government  for  an  account  of 
what  had  been  done  refpe&ing  it  . 

Relolved,  tliat  the  inhabitants 
of  the  wellern  country  have  good 
caufe  to  fufpecr.  that  the  applica- 
tions for  the  acknowledgement  of 
this  their  jult  and  invaluable 
right,  have  been  feeble,  and  that 
the  attainment  of  it  is  not  wii.hed 
for  by  a  part  of  the  United  States. 

Refolved,  that  under  thefe  cir- 
cnmltances,  it  is  a  duty  which 
the  inhabitants  of  the  wellern 
country  owe  to  themfelves  and 
their  pofterity,  to  demand  of  t  he 
Federal  Government  that  they 
take  fuch  heps  as  will  immediately 
•  put  them  into  fhe  free  enjoyment 
of  this  their  jult  right;  that  to 
make  this  demand  effectual,  they 
would  unite  in  an  application  for 
that  purpofe,  and  that  to  bring  a- 
bout  concert  in  this  application  a 
proper  communication  ought  to 
be  ppened  between  the.  ditferent 
fettlements  in  the  weitern  coun- 
try. 

4.  Refolved,  that  there  be  a 
committee  appointed  to  prepare 
aji  addrefs  to  the  inhabitants  of 
the  weitern  country,  inviting  them 
to  a  correlpondence  on  this  tub. 
jeer,  calling  on  them  to  unite  in 


their  efforts  on  this  oceafion,  ex- 
horting them  to  iaciaficc  all  final - 
le.-  coniideratio  r.s  to  the  atia. 
meat  of  this  great  object. ;  and 
recommending  it  to  them  to  be 
prepared  to  iurmtfunt  all  obftacles 
which  may  be  thrown  into  its. 
way  either  by  ptdillanimity?  and 
an  improper  regard  to  local  in- 
terefls  at  home  ;  or  by  the  arm  of 
power  and  tyranny  abroad. 

R.efolved,  That  they  alfo  pre- 
pare in  the  name  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  weitern  waters,  a  re- 
monftrance  to  the  Prefident  and 
Congrefs  of  the  United  States  cn 
this  fubject,  ftating  (in  the  bojd 
decent  and  determined  language 
proper  to  be  ufed  by  injured  free- 
men, when  they  addrefs  the  fer- 
vants  of  the  people) that  we  con- 
lider  the  feeble  attempts  whieh 
have  been  made  by  the  executive 
under  the  prefent  government, 
and  the  total  filence  of  CongreE 
on  this  important  fubject,  as  ft  rung 
proofs  that  molt  of  our  brethren 
in  the  caltern  part  of  America, 
are  totally  regaidlefs  whether. this 
oui  jult  right  is  kept  from  us  or 
not. 

That  we  expect  and  demand 
from  the  government,  thac  they 
take  immediate  and  effectual  fteps 
to  procure  and  fecure  to  us  the  en- 
joyment of  that  right ;  that  we 
apply  to  them  and  wifh  to  be  put 
into  the  enjoyment  of  this  right 
through  their  intervention.  Altho' 
we  feel  a  conviction  that  we  are 
ftrong  enough  to  obtain  that  ri<Tit 
by  force,  yet  an  attachment  totne 
American  union  ;  love  to  our  bre- 
thren ;  refpect  to  the  government, 
and  a  fincere  defire  of  preferring 
peace  and  harmony,  have  detei^ 
mined  us  to  purfue  this  mode  of 
application  through  which  we 
hope  fpeedily  and  effectually  to 
piocureit,  on  the  application  of 
government,  and  thar  wefhallnot 
be  driven  to  ufe  thofe  means  to 
ebect  it  with  which  we  have  been 
furnifhed  by  the  God  of  nature. 
\\  Refolved,  That  it  will  be  pro- 
per to  make  an  attempt  in  a  pea- 
ceable manner  to  go  with  an  Ame- 
rican bottom  properly  reentered* 
and  cleared  into  the  Yea  through 
the  channel  of  the  Miifiifippi  j  that 
Ave  may  either  procure  an  imme- 
diate acknowledgement  of  our 
right  from  the  Spaniards;  or  if 
thev  obstruct  us  in  the  enjoyment 
of  that  right,  that  we  may  be  able 
to  lay  before  the  Federal' Govern- 
ment fuch  unequivocal  proofs  of 
their  having  done  fo,  that  they 
will  be  compelled  to  fay  whether 
they  will  abandon  or  protect  the 
inhabitants  of  the  weitern  country.^ 

W  hereas  the  criminal  laws  now 
in  force  in  this  Commonwealth  are 
in  their  operation  fanguinary,  cru- 
el and  anjuft,  from  the  multitude 
of  inferior  crimes  which  are  capi- 
tally ponifhedjl  whereby  many  of- 
fenders a  e  liable  to  be'deltroyed, 
who  mi£i,t  be  reformed  and  re- 
do red  good  members  to  fociety  ; 
And  whereas  the  experience  of  all 
ages  hath  fhewn,  that  cruel  and 
fanguinary  laws  defeat  their  own 
pnrpofe,by  engaging  the  benevo- 
lence of  mankind  to  withold  pre* 
fecution,  to  fmotber  teftimony, 
or  to  liltentoit  with  bias  ;  and  by 
producing  in  many  inftances  a  to- 
tal difpenfation  and  impunity  un- 
der the  names  of  pardon  and  privi. 
ledge  of  clergy  ;  when,  if  the  pt£ 
nifhment  were  only  proportioned 
to  the  injury,  men  would  fed  it 
their  inclination,  as  well  as  their 
duty,  to  fee  the  laws  obferved,  ami 
the  pow  er  of  difpenfation,  fo  dan- 
gerous and  mifchievous,  which 
produces  crimes  by  holding  up  a 
hope  of  impunity,  might  be  total- 
ly abolifhedj  fo  thatinen  while  con- 
temp.laring  to  perpetrate  a  crime, 
would  1(  e  their  pnnifhment  infu- 
iiig  as  neceflarily  as  effects  follow 
the  cenflss.
